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Introduction and Helpful Hints 


SSS... 
To assist you in identifying potential sources of support for your organization’s activities, 
the directory summarizes the purpose of each program, its basic eligibility requirements 
and total available funds. The directory does not go into explicit detail on each program; 
rather, it is a guide to link your organization with the program whose objectives most 
closely parallel your own. 


Often you will find that the Government of Canada does not have a program with a 
mandate to support your particular activity. You may also find that your provincial or 
local government does not have the mandate either. In these cases your only avenue of 
obtaining support may be in the private sector; a corporation, a foundation, or 
individuals. 


When you have identified the program area which seems most appropriate to your 
organization's concerns: 


® contact a program officer to discuss the project for which you are seeking support in 
terms of the program’s eligibility criteria. This will enable you to quickly ascertain, 
before making a detailed, formal submission, whether your project qualifies for 
assistance. If your project is eligible for consideration, the program officer may also be 
able to assist you in fully developing your proposal. 


Should your project not be eligible for financial support from a particular program: 


e ask the program officer about other possible sources of assistance. Referring you to 
other sources — whether federal, provincial, municipal or private agencies — is 
generally part of the service provided to the public by federal program officers 


e ask about the availability of funds other than program grants and contributions. For 
example, research funds, assistance for publications on subjects related to the 
mandate of the department or agency concerned, or contract funds which a 
department may use to purchase expert advice or services from your organization 


e ask whether the program can provide assistance in the form of expert advice. Often 
you may be able to obtain valuable assistance and information on how to organize a 
conference or a series of workshops, or to produce a newsletter, or develop an aspect 
of your organization’s activities in the most economical and effective manner 


e understand the difference between financial assistance in the form of a grant, and a 
contribution. A grant is usually a lump sum payment awarded at the outset of a 
project activity, whereas a contribution generally consists of a graduated series of 
payments which are issued only after receipt of progress reports or other required 
documentation on a project 


e consider the possibility that while your project may be an excellent one, it may not 
receive financial support because of the limited amount of funds available in a given 
program.

Volunteer work is highest among the employed (16.4%) as compared with the 
unemployed (9.7%) or persons not in the labour force (14.2%). 


In essence the highest participation rates were found among the following groups: 
middle-aged persons of either sex, married persons, employed persons, and 
individuals with relatively high educational levels. 


The total amount of volunteer time (375 million hours) is equivalent to 212,000 
persons working a 40-hour week for one year. 


Canadian volunteers spend on average a total of 137.4 hours per year on volunteer 
activities.

In a study based on these 1979-80 figures, ‘‘Some Financial and Economic Dimensions 
of Registered Charities and Volunteer Activity’, which was commissioned by the 
Secretary of State Department and released in 1983, economist Dr. David Ross indicates 
among other things that: 


e The registered charities engaged about 175,000 paid employees in 1980. This figure 
is based on estimating procedures, and includes 142,000 full-time positions; the rest 
are part-time jobs. By comparison this is approximately twice the number of people 
directly employed in forestry, one of Canada’s major industries. 


e Although the market does not place specific value on the economic contribution of 
volunteers, the study estimates it at approximately $2 billion, equivalent to 1.3 per 
cent of all wages and salaries paid to Canadian workers. 


¢ The total revenue received by the 39,965 registered charities was $5.8 billion in 
1980. Donations are the most important revenue source for charities as a whole, 
making up almost half of all revenue, while government contributions and the sale of 
goods and services constituted approximately a quarter each.

Explorations Program 


Explorations is a multidisciplinary and project-oriented program which provides grants to 
individuals, groups and organizations in Canada for specific projects that seek to address 
new needs or new directions within or outside existing art forms. The primary intent of 
the Program is to provide support to innovative, unusual or unproven ideas that 
otherwise may not be realized, whether focusing on the performing or visual arts; 
research and writing; community animation; the application of new technologies in the 
arts or experiments in new art forms, etc.

The average grant has ranged between $5,000 and $8,000 depending upon the nature 
of the project proposed. 


Canadian groups and non-profit organizations are eligible, as are individuals who are 
Canadian citizens or who have held landed immigrant status for five years. Applications 
are not restricted to professional artists. Regional interdisciplinary selection committees 
assess applications on the basis of the project’s creativity, potential importance and the 
ability of the applicant to complete it successfully. As Explorations is a project-oriented 
program, it does not give annual grants to sustain ongoing activities of individuals or the 
operations of organizations. A project which qualifies for assistance from another 
program of the Canada Council is not eligible for an Explorations grant. Application 
forms may be obtained from the Explorations Program once the eligibility of the project 
and candidate have been determined. 


The grant may cover any period up to 12 months. Explorations grants do not cover 
expenses incurred before the application is approved. Deadline dates for receipt of 
applications are: January 15, May 1 and September 15. The results are announced 
approximately four months later.

¢ be matched with a similar group elsewhere in Canada 


e exchanges must be reciprocal; each group welcomes its twin group in its own 
community as well as travelling to visit the community of the other group 


¢ each exchange partner must agree to host his or her twin in his/her home, for the 
duration of the visit 


¢ the minimum duration of each exchange visit is five full days excluding travel time (i.e. 
normally 7 calendar days)

e members of both groups must be involved in the preparation for the exchange visits 


* a program of activities designed to increase the visitors’ understanding of how the 
host community functions must be organized 


¢ follow-up activities must be planned to take place after each visit 
¢ each group must submit a final report no more than three months after it has travelled 
e each participant and escort must pay a registration fee of $10. 


Note: Contribution recipients may further restrict individual participant eligibility in 
conformity with the requirements of their own programs.
